DENVER, July, Jetwie Kinport, the 


14-ye«r-old daughter of Mrs. Carrie D. 
Kinport, -who resides at 119 West Ninth 
avenue, wai assaulted and horribly mu- 
tilated in her room during the absence 
of her mother last night. Mrs. Kinport 
had been, away during the evening and 
upon returning home found the doors 
open. 
She found the bed clothes in her 


daughter's room strewn about and blood 
Spattered over the room. The girl was no- 
•where to be seen. She aroused the neigh- 
bors who began searching the neighbor- 
hood. About midnight they found the 
girl in a vacant lot nearby, unconscious 
and with numerous cuts on her body. 


The authorities were notified, but not 


before Chris. Jensen had been brought 
to the station by Policeman Lambert, 
who had arrested him on the outskirts-, 
of the city. Lambert eamc upon Jen- 
sen about a railo and !i hall from the 
ueene of the assault. As Lambert, ap- 
pronehed Jensen whipped 
out 
a knife 


Jind shouted to the officer that he would 
not be taken to jail. Lambert disarm- 
cd Jensen and brought him to the sta- 
tion. On the way he repeatedly spok,e of 
having been compelled to defend himself 
from a woman, saying that he had cut 
her up pretty badly. The kmtc he had 
threatened'the officer with was covered 
with-blood. Shortly after Jensen was 
locked up the police, department was no- 
tified of the assault upon the' IJinport 
girl.. They immediately connected Jon- 
neri with the affair. 


Jensen admitted-to-Chief -Armstrong 


- that IIP had stabbed and cut a woman 


but said that he met her in the street 
and she had jumped against him as he 
wn< passing by. From his actions the 
police are convinced that Jensen is de- 
mented. An investigation of the foot- 
prints at the scene of the crime show- 
that, the shoes worn by Jensen lit the 
marks exactly. The police believe that 
Jensen is the guilty person and that he 
committed the numerous assaults made 
upon women of late. The victim of lost 
night's assault' is still alive, but in a 
critical condition.". 


Jensen confessed to the.police that he 


assaulted Jessie Kinport and also ho 
Raid he stabbed another woman, during 
the night, near the end of the Vnivei'sity 
Park car line. 


Search was made at 
once and this 


morning the dead body of Mri. America 
Bullis was found, at the place described 
by Jensen. She was stabbed 
in 
the 


brenat and the blade of the 
knife had 


penetrated her hwirt. causing instant 
death. The body lay 
in the roadway, 


and there was no evidence of n struggle. 
Jensen said the woman "was after him,'' 
and for that reason he stubbed her. 


Mrs. Bullis was about 60 years old.

.It was stated at the inquest that it 


would have been impossible for the girl 
to have fallen accidentally through such 
a small hole, and that unless the body 
had been deposited carefully in the cis- 
i:ern it would Kave been bruised. Xo 
liruise of any kind 
was found except 


about the throat, where the discolora- 
tion* took the form 
of finger 
marks. 


OThere was every evidence of attempted 
outrage. The body showed no signs of 
decomposition when found and gave no 
appearance of having been long in 
the 


water. 


Mrs. Cothrell. mother of the 
child, 


stated la.-it Wednesday that in talking 
with Mrs. Dunn ivboul the disappear- 
ance, the latter told her that on Tues- 
day afternoon she had heard. screams in 
the kitchen, and hobbled out, after a 
painful effort, thinking the 
hired g'irl 


had injured herself. The servant, who 
was found in a. back shed, declared ^iat 
the screams had come from some boys in 
the next house. These boys, it has since 
been ascertained, were not ai home at 
the time.

The 
Southwestern Limited on . tWe Big Four 
from St. Ijouia, Oincinmti -'and, ..other 
western cities, and which goes onto the 
Lake Shore tracks in this . city, was 
ditched through collision wjth & portion 
of a freight .-train. Just ;Srhat caused, 
the wreck is not definitely,' known, but 
it is thought, a section of.' the freight 
train had. broken in two and had rolled 
onto the passenger tracks. No passen- 
gers wero killed. 'The dead are.:-

The shock to the passanger coaches 


was terrific and although-the occupants 
were badly shaken up, no passenger was 
hurt.

plowed into, the ground of' the gully it 
became disconnected 
from

other 


coaches that went over th*j embankment 
and swirled sidewise so tEst it pointed 
.„ the other direction.. Tie mail 
car 


crashed into the tender,* surrounding it 
completely. The engineer met his death 
by being pinched un'der-his. engine. Mc- 
Cullen, the mail clerk, -was crushed be 
twcen the side of the car'aiid coal tend- 
er. He was found with his head forced 
down 'between 
his knees. Two 
mail 


clerks when they awok'e. to their condi- 
tion .were able .'to extricate themselves 
from the'wreck withopt-assistance. At 
least one person-is believed to be buried 
imaer'thc"wreck. -Two &Bt*fagnam.doc- 
tors 'responded to dills -for assistance. 
The roadbed and two tracks were torn 
up for a. distance and the embankment 
will have to .be repaired before the track 
can be relaid. The Lake Shore track is 
blocked east and all trains are bcin, 
sent over the Nicklc Plate. The passen- 
gers of "the wrecked train were taken to 
Cleveland 
over, the Nieklc Plate 
and 


wrecking trains are at work on the Lake 
Shore. 


Five of the men injured in the collis- 


ion were brought to Cleveland general 
hospital early today. 


One man, whose name is unknown lies 


at the hospital unconscious. His condi- 
tion is critical. I. Johnson of Buffalo 
and A. Hirtz of this city, sustained ser- 
ious injuries, but will recover. 


Two. tramps who were on the freight 


train also are at the hospital with brok- 
en collar bones.

contnry. He

work for young men and in a new evan- 
gelism. 


Then he took up the organization of 


the Young Peoples' Society'of Christian

tury church needs to "ultivatc a strenu- 
ous, earnest type of religion. The bat- 
teries which the twentieth century are 
already turning on the church of God 
are the masked batteries of indifference- 
and 
worldliness—not persecution and 


open hostility, and an army that cull 
spike 
these guns 
of indifference 
and 


J w-crldliness is the most imperative need 


.>•; the church today. God saw this need 


-And called an army of young people into 
existence, 3,500,000 strong-.'' 


President Clnrk declared that-the days 


of the rampant infidel and atheist are 
past. "Robert Ingevsoll today is little 
but n. memory of eloquent bathos nnd 
pathos. But something more insidious, 
more .-subtle, more harmful a thousand 
times, than persecution of blatant infi- 
delity-is the foe of the church of the 
twentieth 
century." 
He 
continued, 


"This infidelity is a scepticism of life 
rather than of talk: It is tho indiffer- 
ence that is born of luxury and-fnsMon. 
.."The C. K, society'docs not aspire to 
bcr'such a trust fur the church at largo, 
but it does aspire to promote among- the 
spirit of harmony and brotherly love and 
united service for the kingdom of our 
Lord and for their native land." 
' In conclusion hu said; 
"Tlic church 


of the twentieth century needs more 
strenuous religious obligation; the testi- 
mony and petition of the pruyer moot- 
ing; more complete nnd perfect organ- 
ization, larger brotherhood 
and 
more 


substantial unity. These 
very things 


are the things which God seems to have 
established the C. E. movement to pro- 
mote. 
When we work with God we can- 


not fail."

Soon at Minneapolis. 


ONE OF THEM IS NOW 


RESIDENT OF RACINE

World In 1850, to be Reunited 


After L»p»« of Many Yenr. 


After being separated from each- other 


for forty-two years, ever since the days 
of their infancy, not having the slight- 
est trace of each other's whereabouts, .a 
family of seven children, each of them, 
.now having sons and daughters of their 
own, have at last beon brought together.' 


In 1850 there dwelt in a humble home 


in the .city of Milwaukee a family by th'a 
name of ~Mr. and Mrs. Michael Hanley 
and seven children, all of whom.at that 
time had not reached their 'teens. The 
insband was a working man and had to 
labor hard to gain a livelihood for him- 
self 
and family. However, the home 


was a happy one, the parents looking' 
forward to more prosperous days. The 
mother was taken suddenly iH one night 
and in spite of all the care given her 
she was called from their midst, leaving 
the seven children to be provided for 
by the father. 


The grief stricken parent hardly knew 


what to do to koep the little once to- 
gether under 
the 
same roof. For a 


year he tried housekeeping. The hiring 
of housekeepers was expensive for him 
and it was quite impossible to get one to 
stay for any length of time. Still de- 
teriuined to keep the little ones under 
his care he labored on hoping tbat'prov: 
idence would dp something for him. In 
spite of the faithful way in which he 
toiled on, his finances were not sufficient- 
ly largo to keep the wolf from crossing 
the thrmhhoid. The names of the child- 
ren were Margarettc, Mary, Julia, John. 
James, Michael and 
Patrick. Marg&r- 


ette was the youngest . and was only 
two weeks old when her mother died. 
Patrick was the oldest, aged ten and a 
half ye-ars. 


Finnlly he gave up in despair and re- 


sorted to the last means of caring for 
the little ones. Bright and ' early one 
morning 4he worn oitt father roused his 
dear ones from their slumbers and told 
them he was going to take them all 
away to a place where, they would re- 
side thereafter and be happy. In a re-, 
morseful mood he led the •small group 
1,0 an orphan asylum located in another 
part of the city. Having made sonVe pre-; 


iminary arrangements with' the man- 
agement of the institution, he entertain- 
ed the idea that no difficulty would be 
experienced in gaining admission for the 
entire group." There was some misun- 
derstanding 
in-the 
arrangements, for 


ivhen he arrived at the door of the asy- 
lum the matron would only accent the 
girls. The father afterwards discovered 
that the place was a Catholic institution 
for girls. Disheartened and discouraged 
the father' turned hack leaving the three, 
daughters ' with the 
matron. Hardly 


knowing which 'way to go next he wont 
back to his abandoned home where he 
remained with his four boys for several 
hours. The remainder of the day was 
spent in trying tn find a home for the 
little ones but he returned that night 
t-rary and foot sore, having accomplish- 
ed little or nothing. Tt was a fortnight 
before he could 
dispose 
of the boysi 


Finallv they were taken into the coun- 
trv by him one dny and bound .out to 
different 
farmers. The 
downhearted 


father returned home and died a few 
years Inter, a heartbroken man. 


The daughters in the 
asylum were 


never told who, .their mother was and 
were 6>Tcn to understand they had no 
home. The oldest of the trio knew dif- 
ferently and as the other two grew up, 
she informed them that they .once had a 
kind father and mother. After several 
months elapsed Mnry, the youngest, was 
adopted by Mr. Charles Smith, who re- 
sides on Hamilton street of this city, and 
Margarctt was taken into the family of 
•ilr. Rvan, who liven on Buchanan street. 
The other sister WHS brought to Murin- 
ette by a family in that city and still 
resides ihcre. The children were never 
told about each other and grew up in 
that way. 'The 'boys 
lived 
with tho 


farmers until they grew up and they, 
too. had drifted apart, perhaps forever. 


During all these years 
each of the 


children have sought for 
each other. 


Mary grew to girlhood and afterwards 
wedded John Young of this city. Nino 
children added happiness to their .home.

Sterling, 111., June 30.—After a severe

light wire, both dying in the street, and 
two others were severely shocked.

HE CORDS OF THE WAR OF THE 


ttEBBLLION. 


" Considering the 
Qarge 
expense of 


printing the government records of the 
war of the rebellion, th« number printed, 
11,000 copies, 
is'entirely 
too .small. 


Rome favored friends of politicians have 
received copies, public .libraries of suffi- 
cient importance, executive departments 
at Washington, have all been supplied, 
and doubtlens later on, there will' be a 
fair supply of these invaluable recprcia. 
that can be 
bought at about- twenty 


times the actual cost of the work. 


This great work of aggregating the 


best part of tbs. official war records was 
commenced thirty-six years ago, the 
actual work commencing some time in 
1874. 
The completed work comprines 


127 volumes and has cost $3,000,000 in 
the task of compiling, collecting and the 
printing. There now exists a. very large 
demand from the general public, but un- 
der the system employed at Wa»hington, 
none can be supplied, unless perhaps 
some influence can be exerted. But it is 
as weU to explain that these records are 
by no means a consecutive account of 
the history of our civil war, but a com- 
pilation of official orders, reports, tele- 
grams, acknowledgements, and grouped 
together far aa possible in the order of 
events to which they refer. A few ex- 
planatory 
footnotes 
are 
furnished, 


where the'nature 
of the context re- 


quires, but these footnotes'only are ven- 
tured to throw light upon, some obscur- 
ity of a document 
or ?ome reference 


which, by itself, 
could npt-. be under- 


stood. The documents are arranged in 
chronological order and to the war vet- 
erans will likely explain themselves. . 


The foresight of the government as 


shown in the compilation of these inval- 
able 'documents will be of priceless value 
•to Our historians of the present and fu- 
ture. These war documents can not be 
contradicted, and in the coming years 
will be freely used to settle some disput- 
ed points of the greatest wax the world 
has ever seen, which yet remains unset- 
tled, undetermined.

The »torm made .an utter, wreck 
of the circus, part of the property being 
scattered over a space twenty miles long 
by two miles wide. Cages containing an- 
imals were overturned and.many valua- 
ble ponies killed. One cage of monkeys 
was rolled a distance of two miles, pass- 
ing through wire fences and out-houses 
in its-wild flight. Every animal was kill- 
ed and the wheels torn from the cage. 


Tho atorm broke • from a practically 


clev sky, and a few moments before the 
sun was shining brightly and not a 
breath of air was stirring. The mercury 
stood-100,in the nlmdc. The peculiar 
stillness, of the atmosphere alarmed the 
circus people. Then a breeze started, 
followed almost immediately hy a hazy 
condition of the atmosphere as the aun 
was covered by a light. cloud. In :ten 
minutes from the time the first stir in 
the air wa« perceptible, a hurricane was 
blowing. The circa* people did not h«.ve 
time to place the sideboards on their 
cages before the storm broke Jn nil its 
fury, overturning everything in its path.

A wild rush 
was made for the open air and the crowd 
fought and struggled to escape from the 
tangle of ropes and wires.

WAR AND COST OF DIAMONDS 


Recent InorcnK In PHc« l«'D»e to a .Com- 


blnvtinn Rather Than .Scarcity. 


Now York ^Times':'" Importers of 'dia- 


monds do not look forward to much of a 
decrease in the. pni«e of those atone* be- 
cnuso 'ol the probable• early.- ending a! 
hostilities in South Africa. Talks with 
diamond dealers show that they believe 
that the mining' syndicate which con- 
trols the South 'African/mines and the 
buying and telling' syndicate '-in Loroio". 
will be able' to maintain the price of dia- 
monds, arid that the relief of Kiniborley 
will have little' or .no effect on' the dia- 
mond mtr-ket. Local dealers • say 'fruit 
the Boer war u* had nothing to do ivii.li 
the increase in the price of diamond* 
and that at nlMiinea' since the beginning 
of the war the supply on hand- has b'icn 
equal to the demand. Oliver M. Fsr- 
rand of 3 Maiden Lane, who imports 
largely, in discussing the -conditions, 
said: 


"There has been some increase in cer- 


tain grades of^gootls, but'this has been 
due entirely to an agreement made by 
the London syndicate before the war 
broke out. While there 'has been no 
shipping done from South Africa since 
October, tbcxe-lias been-plenty'of gbxU 
on hand. I1 have been in cnatant uoir.- 
m-unication with my correspondents in 
London and their letters inform roe that 
the syndicate will •maintain the present 
prices. I do not look forward to any 
fall in price* and the relief of Kimberley 
will hove no effect on the market, for. the 
reason that tlie two syndicates absolute- 
ly control the situation: One of these, 
syndicates 
controls all the 
mines in 


South Africa. 
. 


"The increase in the price of diamomls 


has been greatly exaggerated. Jror the 
finer grades of goods it has not exceedel 
25 per cent, and' 1 want to say that the 
quality of diamonds now being shipper! 
to this country is fully 25 per cent poor- 
er than in many years. The demand is 
thi* country now is for the smaller stones. 
Stonea which do not exceed one carat in 
weight easily bring 5100—that is, for 
diamonds of the finer quality. Xow, J 
have a stone here which weighs seven- 
tee carats, for which I can p'rabably get 
$45 per carat. If that stone was rat to 
malt* seventeen stones of this quality it 
would bring $65 per carat. But this can- 
not bo done because of the waste.

This refuse cannot-be cut, but is dispos- 
ed of to persons'who sell it to miners, 
irho use it for drilling purposes. This 
presence of so much refuse to a great ex- 
tent destroys the quality of stones."

He has In- 
Tented a mechanical contrivance for 
releasing the parachute from the bal- 
loon instead? of depending1 on a slip- 
knot He has also invrated a mecnan- 
Ism by which, on pressing a spring the 
parachute must open. "With this appli- 
ance it is possible to drop like a shot 
for a thousand feet with a closed para- 
chute, open it within 200 feet of the 
earth and alight safely, a feat well 
calculated to give the spectators plen- 
ty of thrill for their money. Tbe trust 
has set Its brains to work- Inventing 
new acts also, and tbe coming season 
promises several daring novelties.

POSTAL REFORMS COMING 


A New Ruling .Soon to bt" Issued EHminat- 


inp Certain AbvneK. 


WASHINGTON. July 5.—Postmaster 


General Smith has for some time been 
considering the abuse 
in second-class 


rmiil matter and it is expected that he 
will shortly issue an order designed to 
bring about an effective and radical re- 
form. The second-class matter now em- 
braces nearly three-fourths of the entire 
weight of ail mail matter ami jet it 
brings in.a revenue of less than S4,000,- 
O'M n year out of the ontire postal rev- 
enue of more thr.n $110.000.000. While 
it contains about three-fourths 
of' all 


the weight, it furnishes only about oce- 
thiiticth of the revenue. To handle and 
carry the .second-class matter costs firily 
$(50.000.000 a year above wliat'the gov- 
ernment receives for handling and.carry- 
ing it. This extraordinary loss grows 
largely out of the abux«s 
-which 
have 


crept, in gradually and which the 
law 


never contemplated. They have grown 
up under loose interpretations and lax 
methods. The law defines the condi- 
tion? upon which a publication shall b« 
admitted to the second class as follows: 
•'It must be, originated and published 
for the dissemination of information of 
a public diameter, or devoted to iitera- 
ture. the science?, arts or some speeial 
industry and having a /egitimate list of 
subscribers: provided, however, 
that 


nothing herein contained shall be so con- 
strued as to admit, to the second-class 
rate regular publications designed pri- 
marily for advertising purposes or 
for 


free circulation or for circulation at 
nominal rates." 


It is the purpose 
of the postmaster 


general to restore 
a. stricter 
enforce- 


ment of the law. 
His order will not.in- 


terfere with legitimate publications, but 
it will cut off the almses by which fake 
publications load down, the mails with 
circulations induced wholly by merchan- 
dise 'offers or guessing contests that arc 
plainly fraudulent in character. It is 
expected ol?o that the order will cut off 
the serial publications or books which; 
by a subterfuge, have secured admission 
as second-class matter. It is probable 
that the order will be issued next vreek 
and not made operative immediately, in 
order t-hat publishers may have oppor- 
tunity to conform to the new require- 
ments.

Imagined when it is recollected "that 
thoy had to give tho car a velocity of 
more than seven miles per second iu or- 
der to overcome the attraction of tho 
eurth and the resistance of tho atmos- 
phere. 


The shook destroyed all of Now York 


that had not already fallen u prey, and 
all the buildings yet standing iu the 
surrounding towns and cities fell in one 
far circling ruin. 


The Palisades tumbled in vast sheets, 


starting a tidal wave iu tho Hudson 
that drowned the opposite ehore. 


Tho victims of this ferocious explo- 


sion were numbered by tens of thou- 
sands* and 
the 
shook, transmitted 


through tho rooky frunio of tho globo, 
was recorded by seismographio pendu- 
lums i" England and on tho continent 
of Europe. 


The terrible results achieved by the 


invaders hud produced everywhere a 
mingled fooling of consternation and 
hopelessness. Tbo devastation was wide- 
spread. 
The death dealing engines 


which tho Martians had brought with 
them hud proved irresistible, ami the in- 
habitants of tho eurth possessed nothing 


thorn. 
capable of contending against 
There had been no protection for the 
groat cities; no protection even for the 
open country. 
Everything had gouo

Iu some piiits of tho devastated lauds 
pestilence taoko oufr; elsewhere there

brooded over KOiue ot tho Mrtat por- 
tions of tfao-filubo. 


Yet all hud not boon destroyed, be- 


cause all had not been readied by the 
•withering hand of the destroyer. Tho 
Martians had not hud time to complete 
their worlc before they themselves foil 
a pify to diseases that carried them off 
at the -very culmination of their tri- 
umph. 


From those lands which had fortu- 


nately escaped invasion relief was nout 
to the sufferers. Tho outburst of pity 
and of charity exceeded anything tout 
the-world had known. Differences of 
raoo and of religion wore swallowed up 
in tho universal sympathy which was 
felt for those who had suffered so terri- 
bly from an evil tliat'wus as -unexpected 
as' it was unimaginable in its enormity. 


But the vrornt was not yet. More 


dreadful than the aotuul Kntforiug and 
the scenes of death aud devastation 
•Which overspread the afflicted lauds 
•was the profound mental and moral de- 
pression thai followed. This was shared 
oven by those who had not seen tho 
Martians and hud not witnessed the de- 
structive offuotbof tho frightful engines 
of war that thoy had imported for the 
conquest of tho eardh, 


All mankind wore sunk deep in this 


•universal despair, and it became tenfold 
blacker when tho astronomers announc- 
ed from thoir observatories that strange 
lights wero visible, moving and flash- 
ing upon the rod surface of tho planet 
of -war, Theso mysterious appearances 
couM only bo interpreted iu tho light 
of past esperianco to mean that the 
Martians wero preparing for another 
invaaioa of the earth, and who could 
donbt that with the invincible powers <rf 
destruction at thoir command they 
would this time make their work com- 
plete and final?

tion amid tho ombers of thoir desolated 
homes. Iu Now York this feoliug of 
hope and confidence, this determination 
to riso against disaster and to wipe out 
tho evidences of its dreadful presence as 
quickly as possible, had especially man- 
ifested itself. Already u company had 
been formed and a largo amount of cap- 
ital subscribed for the reconstruction of 
the destroyed 
bridges over tho East 


river. Already architects were busily at 
'work planning now 20 story hotels and 
apartment houses, now churches and 
now cathedrals on a grander scale than 
before 
Amid this stir of renewed life 


•came the fatal news that Mars was uu- 
-doobtedly preparing to deal us a death- 
blow. The sudden revulsion of feeling 


flitted like the shadow of an eclipse over 
the earth. • The scenes that'followed 
•wore indescribable. Men lost their rea- 
son. The faint hearted ended the sus- 
pense with self destruction, tho stout 
hearted remained steadfast, but without 
hope and knowing not what to do. 


But there was a gleam of hope of 


which the general public as yet knew 
nothing. It was dne to a few dauntless 
men of science, conspicuous among 
svhom were Lord Kelvin, the great Eng- 
lish savant; %Herr Roentgen, the discov- 
erer of tho famous Xray, and especially 
Thomas A. Edison, the American genius 
of science. These niea and a few others 
had examined with the utmost care the 
engines of war, the flying .machines, 
the generators of mysterious destructive 
forces that the Martians had produced, 
with the object of discovering if possi- 
ble the sources of thoir power. 


Suddenly from Mr. Edison's labora- 


tory at Orange flashed the startling intel- 
ligence that he hail not only discovered 
the manner in which the invaders hud 
been able to produce the mighty energies 
which thoy employed with snob terrible 
effect, but that, going further, ho had 
found a way to overcome them. 


Tho glad news was quickly circulated 


throughout the civilized world. Luckily 
the Atlantic cables had not been de- 
stroyed by tbo Martains, so that com- 
munication between the eastern und 
western continents was uninterrupted. 
It was a proud day for America.' '-Even 
while tho Martaius had been upon tho 
eurth, carrying everything before1 them, 
.demonstrating to tho confusion of the 
inoat optimistic that there was no 
possibility of standing aga-inst thorn, a 
fueling, u confidence hud manifested it- 
self in Stance, to a minor extent in 
England and particularly in • Russia 
that the Americans might discover 
means to meet and roaster the invadors. 


Now, 
it seemed, this hope and expec- 


tation we»e to be realized. Too late, it 
ia trne, in a certain sense, but not too 
lute to meet the now invasion which 
tho- astronomers had announced was im- 
pending. Tho effect was as wonderful 
aud indescribable as that of the de- 
upondenoy w.bieh bnt a littlo while bo- 
fore had overspread tho world. One 
could almost hear the universal sigh of 
relief which went up from, humanity. 
To 
relief 
succeeded 
confidence—BO 


the scwrred and desolate face of the 
earth's satellite, and but that there are 
greater and more interesting events the 
telling of which mnst not be delayed I 
should undertake to describe the partic- 
ulars of this first visit of men to another 
world. 
Bat, as I have already intimated, this 


was only an experimental trip. By vis- 
iting this little nearby island in tbo 
ocean space Mr. Edison -simply wished 
to demonstrate tho practicability of his 
invention and to convince first of all 
himself and his scientific friends that it 
was possible for men—mortal:men—to 
quit and to- revisit the earth at their 
will. That aim this experimental trip 
triumphantly attained. 


It would .carry me-. Into teohnioal.de- 


tails that would hardly interest the 
reader to describe the ineobanisin.of Mr. 
Edison's flying machine. Let'it'suffice 
to say that it depended upon the princi- 
ple of electrical attraction oVd repul- 
sion. By means of a most ingenious and 
complicated construction -he had mas- 
tered the problem of how to produce in 
a limited space electricity of any desired 
potential and of any polarity, and that 
without danger to the experimenter or 
to the material experimented upon. It 
is gravitation, as everybody kne we, that 
makes man a prisoner on tbe earth. If 
he could overcome or neutralize gravi- 
tation, bo could float away a free crea- 
ture of interstellar space. Mr. Edison 
in his invention had pitted electricity 
against gravitation. Nature, in fact, 
had done the same thing long before. 
Every astronomer know it, but none 
had boon able to imitate or to reproduce 
this miraclo of nature. When a comet 
approaches the sun, the orbit in which 
it travels indioutes that it is moving 
under the impulse of the sun's gravita- 
tion. It is in reality falling in a great 
parabolic or elliptical curve through 
space. Bnt while a comet approaches 
the sun it begins to display—stretching 
out for millions and sometimes hun- 
dreds of millions of miles on the side 
away from tha sun-r-an im mease Jumi- 
EOUS train called its:tail. This train ex- 
tends back into that pnrtjof; space from 
which the comet-is inoving. 


Thus the sun at.one and tho.same 


time is drawing tho comet toward,IfiKlf 
and drivine-off from' ' the' "comet in an 
opposite direction .minute ;particles far 
atoms which, -.instead of •obeyingQUie 
gravitational force, sue.. plainly ? iran- 
pelled to disobey -it.1 That'this energy, 
which the sun exercises against its own 
gravitation, is electrical .-in its 
. 


hardly anybody will doubt Tbo rhead 
of the comet, being comparatively heavy 
and massive, falls on toward the sun, 
despite the electrical repulsior. Bnt the 
atoms which form the tail, being almost 
without weight, yield to the electrical 
rather than to tbe gravitational influ- 
ence snd so fly away from tbe snn. 


Now, what Mr. Edison had done was, 


in effect, to create an electrified particle 
which might be compared to one of the 
atoms cociposing tho tail of a comet, 
although in reality it was a kind of car

By producing, with tho aid of the elec- 
trical generator contained in this car, 
an enormous charge of eloctricity Mr. 
Edison was able to counterbalance and 
u trifle more than counterbalance tbe 
attraction of the earth, uud thus cause 
the onr.to fly off from tho earth as- an 
electrified pith ball flies from the prime 
conductor. 


As we sat in the brilliantly lighted 


chamber that formed the interior of the 
car and where stores of. compressed siir 
had boeji provided, tqgeflbjr with chetn- 
ical apparatus by meuns-of-which fresh 
supplies of oxygen and 'nitrogen tojijght 
be obtained for onr consumption'during 
tho flight through space, Mr. -Edison 
touched a polished button," thus causing 
tho generation of the required electrical 


means of victory within our power. 


Looking back upon that time now, I 


recall, with a thrill, tho pride that stir- 
red me at the thought that, after all, 
the inhabitants of the earth were a 
match for those terrible muu from Mars, 
dospito all the advantage which thoy 
had gained from their millions.of years 
of prior civilization and science. 


As good fortunes, like bad, never 


coruo singly, tho news of Mr. Edison's 
discovery was quickly followed by ad- 
ditional glad 'tidings from that labora- 
tory of marvels iu the lap of the Orange 
mountains. Daring their career of con- 
quest tho Martians had astonished tho 
inhabitants of the earth no less with 
their flying machines, which navigated 
our atmosphere an easily as thoy had 
that of their native planet, than with 
their more destructive inventions. These 
flying machines in themselves had given 
them an enormous advantage in tho 
contest. High above tho desolation that 
they had caused to reign on the surface 
of the earth anil out o£ the range of 
our guns, they had hung safe in tho up- 
per air. From the clouds thoy had drop- 
ped death upon the oarth. 


Now rumor declared that Mr. Edison 


had invented aud perfected a flying ma- 
chiuo'niucb more complete aud man- 
ageable than those of the Martians had 
been.' Wonderful stories quickly found 
their way into the newspapers concern- 
ing what Mr. Edison had already ac- 
complished with the aid of his model 
electrical balloon. His laboratory -was 
carefully guarded against the invasion 
of the curious,' because ho rightly felt 
thut a premature announcement which 
should promise moro than, could be ac- 
tually fulfilled would'at this critical 
juncture plunge mankind back again 
into the gulf of despair out of which 
they had jnfit begun to emerge. 


Nevertheless, inkling" of the trnth 


leaked but. The flying machine had 
been seen by many persons hovering by 
night high above the Orange hills and 
disappearing in the faint starlight ua if 
it had gone away into tho depths of 
space, out of which it would ro-emerge 
before the morning light had ' streaked 
tho east and be seen settling down 
again within the walls that surrounded 
the Inboi'iitory of the groat inventor. At 
length the rumor, gradually deepening 
into n conviction, spread that Edison 
himself, accompanied by a fow scientific 
friends, had made an experimental trip 
to the moon. At a time when the spirit 
iif mankind was less profoundly stirred 
such a story would have bean received 
with complete incredulity; but now, 
rising on the wings of the new hope 
that was buoying up the earth, this ex- 
traordinary rumor became a day star of 
truth to the nations. 


And it V/HK true. I had myself been 


one of tho occupants of the oar of the 
flying ship of space on that night when 
it silently left the earth and rising out 
of .the great shadow of the globe sped 
on to tho rnoou. We had landed upon

"We did not remain to examine the 


wonders of the moon, althongh.v?e could 
not fail to obaorve many curious things 
therein. Having demonstrated the fact 
that we could not only leavu the earth, 
but coold journey through space and 
safely land npon -the surface of another 
planet, Mr. Edison's immediate purpose 
was fulfilled, and we hastened back to 
the earth, employing, iu leaving tho 
moon and in landing again . npon our 
own planet the some weana of control 
over the electrical attraction and repul- 
sion between tbe respective planets and 
onr oar which I have already described. 


When actual experiment had thus 


demonstrated the practicability of the 


n volition, Mr. Edison no longer with- 
leld the news of what he had been do- 
ing from the,world., Tha telegraph lines 
and the ocean cables labored with tbe 
_*ssages that in endless -succession "and 
burdened with an infinity of detail were 
sont all over the earth. Everywhere the 
utmost enthusiasm was aroused. 


Lei the Martians come," was the 


cry. "If necessary, we can quit thp 
earth as the Athenians fled from Athens 
before the advancing host- of Xerxes, 
and, like them, tak» refuge upon our 
ships—these nevf ebips of space with 
which American inveutiveuess'has fur- 
nished us." 


And then, like a flash, some genius 


struck out an idea that fired' the world. 


"Why should we wait? Why should 


we run the risk of having onr cities de- 
stroyed and-our lands desolated a second 
time? Let us go to Mare. We bave the 
moans. Let us beard the. lion in his 
den. Let us ourselves turn conquerors 
and tako possession of that detestable 
planet', and if necessary dostroy it in or- 
der to relieve tho earth of this perpetual 
threat which now bangs over us like 
the 6word of Damocles." 


CHAPTEfi IL 


This enthusiasm would have had but. 


little justification had Mr. Edison done 
nothing more than invent a machine 
which conld navigate tbe atmosphere 
and tho regions of interplanetary space. 


He tiad, however—and this fact was 


generally known, although the details 
had not yet leaked out—invented also 
machines of war intended to meet the 
utmost that the Martians could do for 
either offense or defense in the struggle 
which was now about to ensue. 


Acting npon the hint which had been 


convoyed from various investigations in 
tho domain of physics and concentrating 
upon the problem all those -unmatched 
powers of intellect which distinguished 
him, the great inventor bad succeeded 
in producing a little implement which 
one conld carry in his band, but which 
was more powerful than any battleship 
that ever floated. The details of:-its 
mechanism conld not bo easily explain- 
ed without the use of tedious technical- 
itiee and the employment of terms, dia- 
grams and mathematical statements, all 
of which would .lie outside tbe scope of 
this narrative. Bnt the principle of the 
thing was" simply enough. It was upon 
the great scientific doctrine, which we 
have since seen so completely and iril? 
liantly developed, of the law of. har- 
monic vibrations, extending from stops 
and molecules at one end of tbe .seriop 
up to worlds and sens at the other end, 
that Mr. Edison based his invention. 


Every kind of substance has its own 


vibratory rhythm. That of iron differs 
from that of pine wood. Tho atoms of 
gold do not vibrate in tbe same time or 
through the same range as those of lead, 
and. so on for all known substances and 
all the chemical elements. So, on 
larger scale, every massive. body has its 
period of vibration. A great suspension 
bridge vibrates nnder the impulse of 
forces that are applied to it in long 
periods. No cttnpany of soldiers ever 
crosses snob a Budge without breaking 
step. If thoy tramped together and wero 
followed by other companies keeping 
the same timo with their feet after 
awhile the vibrations of the bridge 
would become so great and destructive 
that it would fall in pieces. So any 
structure, if its vibration rate is known, 
could easily be destroyed by a forco ap- 
plied to it in snch a way that it should 
simply increase the swing of those vi- 
brations up to the point of destruction. 


Now Mr. Edison had beau able to as- 


certain tho vibratory swing of' many 
well known substances and to produce 
by means of'tho instrument which he 
had contrived pulsations in the'etber 
which were completely under his con- 
trol and which-could bo made long or 
short, quick or slow, at his will.' Ho 
could run through the whole gamut 
from the slow vibrations of sound in air 
up to tho four hundred and twenty-five 
millions of millions of vibrations per 
secuud of the ultra red rays. 
' 
'• 


Having obtained an instrument of 


such power, it only remained to concen- 
trate its energy npon a given object in 
order that the atoms composing that ob- 
ject should bo sot into violent undula- 
tion, sufficient to burst it asunder and 
to scatter its molecules broadcast. This 
the inventor effected by tho simplest 
means in tho world—simply a pnrabolio 
reflector by which the destructive waves 
could bo sent like a beam of light, bnt 
invisible in any direction and focosed 
upon any desired point. 


I had tho good fortune to be present 


when this powerful engine of destruc- 
tion was submitted to its first teat. We 
had gono upon the roof of Mr. Edison's 
laboratory, and the inventor held tho 
little instrument with its attached mir- 
ror in his hand. Wo Ipoked about for 
some object on which to try its powers. 
On tho bare limb of a tree not far away, 
for it was lato In the fall, sac a discon- 
solate crow, 


Good," eaid Mr. Edison. "That will 


do." Ho touched a button at the side of 
the instrument, and a soft, whining 
noise was heard. 


"Feathers," eaid Mr. Edison, "have 


a vibration period of 888,000,000 par 
second." 


He adjusted an index as he spoke. 


Then through a sighting tube he aimed 
at the bird. 


"Now watch," he said. 
Another soft whir in tho instrument, 


u momentary flash of light close around 
it, and, behold, 'the crow had turned 
from black to white I 
"Its feathers are gone," §aid the in- 


ventor, "tboy have been dissipated in- 
to their ooiwtituent atoms. Now we 
will fiulsh with the crow." 


Instantly there was another adjust- 


ment of the index, anotbw oatshooting 
of vibratory force, a rapid up and down 
motion of. the index to inolnde a certain 
range of vibrations, and tbe crow itself 
was gone—vanished in- ompty space 1 
There was the bare twig on -which u 
moment before it hud stood, Behind iu 
the sky was the w'hite -cloud against 
which its black.form had been sharply 
outlined, but there was no more crow. 


"That looks bad for the Martians, 


doem'fitr' mW'flia Wizard. "I bave 
ascertained the vibration rate of all the 
materials of which their Vf»r. engines 
whose remains we have collected to- 
gether are composed. They can be shat- 
tered into nothingness in the-fraction 
of a second. Even if the vibration period 
were not known,' it conld qnickly be hit 
upon by simply running through the 
gamut." 
"Hurrah!" cried onqof theonlooken. 
-wo nave met the Martian's, und they 
arapnrsl" . 


Such in brief was the first of the con- 


trivances which Mr. Edison irrvented 
for tho approaching war with Mars. 


And these facts had become widely 


known. Additional experimanis had 
completed the demonstration of the in- 
ventor's ability, with the aid of his 
wonderful instrument, to destroy any 
given object or any part of an object 
provided that that part differed in its 
atomic constitution and consequently 
"n its vibratory period from the other 
parts. 


A most impressive public exhibition 


of the powers of tho little disintegrator 
was given amid theroins cf New York. 
On lower Broadway & part of the walla 
of ono of tho gigantic buildings which 
bad been destroyed by tho Martians 
impended iu snch a manner that it 
threatened at any moment to fall upon 
the heads of the passeriby. The firo de- 
partment did not flare to touch it To 
blow ic up seemed a dangerons expedi- 
ent, because already new bnildiDgi had 


which now flocked to tb« bants of the 
Potomac. Bnt -when was American en- 
erprise unequal to a crisis? Tbe.neces- 
ary hotels, lodging boose*, and lestau- 
rants were constructed with astounding 
apidity. Oae could.see tbe oity grow- 
ng and expanding day by day and week 
after week. It flowed over Georgetown 
heights; it leaped the Potomac; it 
spread eaat and west, sooth and north; 
sqnare mile after square mile of terri- 
tory was buried under tbe advancing 
mildings, until tbo gigantic city, .which 
had thus grown-up like a mushroom in 


night, was fully capable of accommo- 


dating all its expected gnests. 


At first it had not been intended that 


tbo heads of the various governments 
should in person attend this universal 
congress, but »s the enterprise went on, 
as the enthusiasm spread, as the neces- 
sity for haste became wore apparent 
through the warning notes which wore 
constantly sounded from the observa- 
tories where tbe astronomers were nigbt- 
ly beholding new evidences of threaten- 
ing preparations in Mars, the kings and 
queens of the old world felt that they 
could not remain at home; that their 
proper plaos was at the new focus and 
center of the whole world—the city of 
Washington. Without concerted action, 
without interchange of suggestion, this 
impulse seemed to seize all the old 
world monaroha at once. Suddenly ca- 
blegrams flashed to- the government at 
Washington, announcing that Qneen 
Victoria, the Emperor William, the 
Czar Nicholas,. Alfonso, of ..Spain, with 
nis "mother, Maria' Christina;; "the old 
Emperor Francis Joseph and tbe Em- 
press Elizabeth of Austria; King Oscar 
and Qneen Sophia of Sweden and Nor- 
way, King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
gherita of Italy, King George and Queen 
Olga of Greece, Abdul Hamid of Tur- 
key, Tsait'ien, emperor of China; Mut- 
suhito, the Japanese mikado, with his 
beautiful Princess Harnko; the presi- 
dent of France, tbe president of Swit- 
zerland, the first syndic of the little re- 
public of Andorra, perched on the crest 
of the Pyrenees, and the heads of all the 
Central and Sonth American republics, 
were coming to Washington to take 
part in the deliberations, which, it wag 
felt, were to settle the fate of the earth 
and of Murs. 


Ono day, after this announcement had 


been received and tbe additional news 
had come that nearly all of the visiting 
roonarohs bad set out, attended by bril- 
liant suits and convoyed by fleets of 
warships, for their destination, some 
coming across the Atlantic to the port 
of New York, others across tho Pacific 
to Sari Francisco, Mr. Edison said to

Gradual- 
ly the brute becomes immune; where- 
as a single drop kills nn untreated 
uorse, he is gradually able to titke half 
a cupful into his system without in- 
jury. 
Antitoxin is sold -by the big 


drug firms of the country nnd by 
German houses In America. It is the 
serum from the blood of the immune 
horse. 
A gallon of blood for antl- 


toriu use may 'be drawn from the 
jugular vein of the i-nmiune animal 
and strange to say, the animal lives.

This is all in the 
Rocky mountain country, a-nd-the av- 
erage altitude of tha -three' Is about a 
mile above the sea level. The state of j 
Colorado has taken particular pains to 
so place its state capital at Denver that 
the floor of the basement shall be ex- 
actly one mile above saa level.

WOOL. FOR MARKET. 


Friction Between Bwyer an-*-. 


•Wool So Lonffer Wuiheil. 


In the putting up of wool for mar- 


ket there hag long" been a cause of va- 
riance and frict'ion between grower and 
buyer in all parts of the country. The 
buyer complains of flltby-tags and dirt 
In the fleeces and of the use of unnec- 
essary quantities of unreasonably large 
twine of a quality that injures'the fab- 
ric In the manufacture. On the other 
hand, growers say that when 'they ex- 
ercise the greatest care ID a 11. these re- 
spects the buyers will allow no dis- 
crimination In price. There is doubt- 
less some truth in these countercharges, • 
yet a lot of fleeces carefully handled, 
of even quality, would claim some 
consideration from a practical buyer, 
or they couia be sent to a reliable com- 
mission house nnd command a price 
that would pay well for the extra care. 
There is evidently room for much im- 
provement on the part of seller and 
buyer, and the subject Is worthy of the 
thoughtful' consideration of both. 


The advisability of washing sheep 


before shearing lias long been ft sub- 
ject for discussion. Its purpose Is the 
better condition and higher price of the 
wool. The difficulty presented, which 
appears to be Insuperable, is In obtain- 
ing a uniform condition of cleanness. 
Necessarily jorne flocks have more for- 
eign matter in their fleeces than others. 
There Is always great difference In the 
amount of yolk or grease, which the or- 
dinary washing does not a.ffect. 


Facilities for washing are very poor 


on many farms and ranges, and differ- 
ent methods of washing are very un- 
equal in their results. If a grower Is 
not Inclined to be exactly, square! in bis 
dealings, "or If his perceptions-of strict 
honesty are a 'little confused by the 
unfairness of buyers'in" milking1 no dis- 
crimination as to dbgr-a'ft's of cleanness 
in buying, he may slight'tbe p'rotess or 
drive the flock throupfb' muddy J water. 
As a rule, the grower-Svirtcnrly intends 
to, be honest. ' Wifli'all these'bb'Frtueles 
it seems to be Impossible to aSsfafe any 
great degree of 'uniformity 'In- the 
cleansing of fleece's by farm washing. 
Then'it is "desirable"to" shear' early to 
give the flock a better chanee for com- 
fort and growth In the warmth of later 
spring and also to obtain an opportu- 
nity of choice of time in soiling, prices 
often being better in the early spring, 
but very early shearing Involves a risk 
of Injury from exposure. 


Altogether, most flock raisers prefer 


not to wash, and nearly all defJers 
unite In a preference for r.nwashed 
wools. They find so much uueveniics.-* 
that in buying washed wool they usu- 
ally make some deduction from estab- 
lished washed rates and In some cases 
pay llttie more than.for unwashed. It 
is said.that much- of the. country wash- 
Ing Is a positive dlsadvantage-ln scour- 
Ing the wool. Therefore the practice of 
washing is declining. In many dis- 
tricts It has been almost abandoned.— 
J, K. Dodge.

How to Do It In »nc Dry Country, 


Sowlnc For » Settl Crop, 


Alfalfa may be -seeded bronO'cast or 


iu drills. 'In th'is dry country "it 5s 
preferable to seed with-'a dril'l having a 
press wheel atthchm'ent, beenis'e the 
depth ot planting'carl "be better regu- 
lated. 
Tlie seed" slio'uld be' 'covered 


fully one'Inch in:de.Dtti unless''the sur- 
face Is very clry/,*lien a silmewhnt 
greater depth is a'drtjlss'lble.; A good 
method to secure'b'et'ter 'distribution of 
plants is to sow' ten'poundsf 6'f seed, 
running the drill in btie direction across 
the field and then:cfoss drill1 •with the 
other ten pounds. If the drill' has no 
grass seeder attachment., the seed 
should be mixed with about three times 
Its weight ot coarse cornmeal. When 


I intended for a seed crop, alfalfa should 


be sown thinly. 


Thick sowing improves the quality of 


the hay, but the plant has wonderful 
ability to adupt Itself to either thick or 
thin seeding. One good, stout, healthy 
crown has been known to produce 3ffl 
stems a.t one cutting. When seeding 
broadcast, the seed should be covered 
with a light smoothing harrow or with 
a brush drag, and It Is better still if a 
corrugating roller can be run over the

Of course I know 
that where flax Is grown, as In this 
country, for the seed it is not sowu as 
tl'-ickly as when grown for the fiber 
alone; but still in Russia It is grown 
for the dual purpose of seed and lint, 
and the proportion Is 5i pounds of 
fiber to every bushel of seed. • It Is 
also true that the plants when sown 
thinly for seed-production grofr larger, 
and branch very much more'than'when 
sown thickly and that the fiber is much 
shorter ancl coarser and not-as soft'and 
gllky.
